ORTY miles from Toulouse and 12 
—q from St Gaudens, the village of 
ot. Martory (Daute - Garonne) 


stretches along both banks of the Ga- 
ronnie, between a tine of steep hills on the 
left ar] an alluvial plain to the right of 
the river. 

Some distance ta the south the wall of 
the Pyrenees closes one m along a 1t5- 
mile front, stretching from the Pie du 
Mich de Eigorre on the west to the Cani- 
Rou in the east (see raph, page p26). 
The countryside consists of a fertile plam 
duminited by arid and rocky hills and, 
clasing in the southern horizon, the 
Pyrenees, where forests of birch anil fir 
border snowy peaks and glaciers.

maouittain chain and to ascend at least one 
of the peaks which show their clear-cut

‘ar, | spent my vacations in exploring 

these fascinating peaks, and at evening, 

bent over my breyele, with weary lnmbs 


ve in this country without 


butan enraptured soul, | returned through 
the twilight, already dreaming of my next 
clitmb, 

But the miotintates are  capricions, 
Down in the pliin the sun is master all 
stmimer long, but in the high valleys and 
on the precipitous slopes, storm clouds 
gather from time to tine and fierce term- 
pests burst forth unexpectedly, 

When bad weather held me prisoner in 
some rude menntam village, | rebelled at 
my enforced inaction, One dav, driven 
down from the mountains by a frightful 
storm, I sought refuge in the entrance of 
one of the mitmeros caverns of the 
region, [had candles with me, and while 
waiting for the storm te puss over I ex- 
plored this cave. 

It was. the first time that [ had entered 
a grotto, bat this one was huge enough 
and tugged enough te satisfy the longings 
of an Alpinist, Although this subter- 
ranean excursion did not provide the in- 
texicatme delight occasioned by stmunits 
crowned with everlasting snows, the maj- 
esty and mystery of these vaults, like 
martle halls, made a profound tmpres- 
sion upon me. 

L returned to explore this ocavern: then 
others, and still others, with the result

SMALL CAVES. OFTEN CONTAIN RICHIST 
PRETISTOMIC RELICS 


In reading the works of Frenely pre- 
historiins. and through visits to the pre- 
histor: pallery of the museum of Ton: 
louse, T learned that it is not the largest 
caverns which conceal the majority of the 
prehistoric temmning, but rather small pret- 
toes and shelters under the rocks near the 
rrvers 

Having explored tmany of the huge 
caverns. of the mountains, I patiently ex- 
cavated, sometimes with success, the 


humble caves of St. Martory, happy and. 


stired when my pick restored to the 
light-of day some rude object fashioned 
by primitive man, 

But-one evening of July, 1914, on re- 
turning from one of these peaceiul dovs 
given over to thenghts of ancestors and 
forgotten ages, | learned that the flail of 
war hod beaten upon this charming coun- 
tryvsicle, 

Nine months kiter, having attained the 
age of 08, Ll enitsted am the army of the 
Republic and fer more than three long 
years lived with thousands: of my com- 
panions the hard life ot the trenches. 

Oiten crowded in subterranean shel- 
ters, Hithy aml wet, Do came to envy the 
lot of the prehistoric hordes, who could 
etretch nut in vast caverns and who had 
as enemies only wild beasts. I did not 
dare hope that some day, perhaps; 7 confi 
return to my digging and my beloved 
studies, 

But victory was on the way, and there 
cume the time when, thanks to or de- 
termination, to the aid of our Allies, and 
to the intervention of Atmeriex and her 
brave troops, we emerged victors. 


THE STUDY GF FAMOUS CAVES BEGINS 


Returned, safe-and sontnd, to the pleas- 
ures of peace, took up again with ardor

the study of prehistory and my excaya- 

tions, | 
Methodically I undertook ta study the 

prehisteric verns of the region, In adedli- 


tien to many mumeless grottiees, [ +isited 


such eclebrated ones a3 that of Auripnac, 
which has given its name to one of the 
most important periods of prehistory; 
Gourdan, the richest field of exploration 
inthe Pyrenees; Marsoulns; Gargas, and 
Ninux, celebrated for their prehistoric 
carvings and paintings: the Mas c'Azil, 
unique in Europe, and finally the marvel- 
ous grotioes of the Trois Freres and Tuc 
Audembert, discovered and explored by 
M. Je Comte Dégouen, professor of pre- 
history at Toulowse, which contain, to- 
gether with mimerous prehistoric cary- 
ings anil paintings, two clay statues of 
bison which are the fmest known ex- 
amples of prehistoric art, 

The visit which | made to the grotto of 
Tue 2 Audoubert with the mission of the 
International Trstitute of Anthropology 
was to hove for me the most happy conse- 
quene|es, for this picturesque excursion, 
which included a vovnge in a small bout 
on a subterranean river, the scaling. of 
great rock masses by meons of ladders, 
through low fpassayres, 
opened my eyes to certain conditions 
which were to serve me later ond bring 
ta me the joy ofa great discovery, 





THEE CHATEAU OF MONTESPAN 
Tn. August, 1922, my searches led me 


to the litth village of Montespan, 9 miles 


sonthwest of St. Martory. Built-on the 
slope at a hill ron feet high, which 
rises a little more than a mile south of the 


‘(Guronne and the railway between Tot- 


liuse and Bayonne, this village takes its 
mime from the feurlal castle of Montes- 
pin, whose imposing tins greet the voy- 


ager Tromoator (seo pore 130). 


But if these ruins still have enough 
importance to. attract attention, the his- 
toric memories which cling to them are 
not less interesting, for they link the spot 
to the name of Madame de Montespan, 
favorite of Louis ATV, 

About 1.400 there shone at the cotrt

For an indefinite distance ahend of me 
T nught find the strenm touching the roof 
as it did at the point of egress; T miphe 
he barred yy atocky cul-de-sac; reach 2 
subterranean Inke ; core toa precipice, to 
a pocket of poisonous air, or to a pile of 
branches carried down by the waters, and 
which held danger or death in their

After having weighed these diverse 
posittines in the impressive silence of 
my solitude, T decided to push on inte the 
tnknowte, to peas, TF possible, this harrier 
which the combination of water and rock 
sconted to render invictable, 


A DIVE “THROUGH Tt SUHTERRANEAN 
RIVER 


Putting my candle ona projection of 
the wall, [ breathed in enough air te last 
tie for twe minutes wider the water (a 
hibit ta which I am accustomed) and 
plunged into the stream with one hand 
thend of roe, the other in oontact with the 
submerged roof. While. thas hurrying 
forwaril, suddenly my head emerged from 
the water and [ could breathe. 


Where was I? [ had not the slightest 


itlen. The darkness wis absolute. With- 
out dewbt T had passed through a siphen 
tunnel, bommedately T turned araimd and 
dived toward the spat from which | had 
come, for nothing is more dangerous than 
to lose one’s sense of direction in such a 
cao 

Having regamed the cavern below the 
siphon, where the light of my candle ‘still 
shone in the black water, | was able to 
consider this water-filled tunnel which 
eight years before had stopped the cele- 
brated Professor Jeannel, who had ex- 
plored many grottoes throughout the 
world and had considered impossible the 
feat just accomplished, _ 

In apie of the rather insignificant re- 
salt of this attempt, I already foresaw 
the anxiety and difficulty of a subsequent 
exploration which | hoped would be long 
and fruitful.

The following morning I owas once 
agnin at the entrance to the grotto, and 
provided with equipment as simple as it 
was light. Having undressed and hidden 
my clothes in the bushes, [ lowered my- 
self into the subterranean stream, hokling 
in one hind a lighted candle and in the 
other my rubber bathing cap contami 
matches ancl carplles 


WITAT THE CANTH PEVEALED 


This. simple case, kept well closed, 
would permit me to pass under the water 
and have after each dive into the stream 
the means of relghting my candles. 
(May Ladd, that ta supylunt, this mode 
af lighting by an electric pocket lamp is 
inpirident in a cave, for some rdry bat- 
tenes have a very limited duration and 
sometimes stiddenty po wut.) 

Arrived at the siphon, I took the pre- 
caution to orient myself; as on the pre 
ceding day, incorder to find -agam the 
pocket of air, anil, diving through the 
siphon a aevond time, | found myself on 
the other side, immersed wp to tay chin. 

1 shook tiv dripping cap before relight- 
mya catidle with all the impatience that 
Was consistent with cauticn, 

At last the flickering flame enabled me 
to observe tht, as far as the eve could 
sce, the roof was parallel to the surface 
of the water, which was sepamted from 
it by a thin liyer of air. 

This time my antictpations were teal- 
ized, for | was.exploring a subterranean 
stream hitherte unknown, 

I Progtepecd then, my head adjusting 
itself to the least irregularitics of the 
rock, andl after 4oo feet mv toes touched 
a bank. of clay at the entrance toa Inge 
rom, where [ could free myself from 
anxiety, but not from the cold which 
chilled me. 

Here the roof atthined a height of 30 
feet and the stream half lost ireeli under 
enormous blocks of stone fallen from the 
ceiling. Above, there opened an-air shaft 
which I then thought inaccessible, lout

Between the front paws lies the skull 
of a bear, which has led expert prehis- 
torians to interesting conclusions, which 
will discussed later, along with the 
interpretation of the numerous works 
on the statues and of all that this curious 
grotta holds. | 

A’vard behind the bear a horse is deeply 
carved in the clayey earth, The whole 
floor of this hall is embossed with 25 cliy 
models froma foot to a foot and a halt 
long and from 4 to 6 inches in thickness. 
These modelings are for the most part 
nibbled and sucked away by the waters 
of ages, and would be meaningless if 
gome of them did not show formes less 
worn, which cme can identify as horses, 

Amid these remains of clay models one 
can distingwish certain depresstons- with 
clearont edges—the boles from which 
was taken the clay weed m constructing 
the bear and the horses, One oof these 
basins, deeper than the rest, still shows 
on its walls the marks of a flint by means 
of which it was dug. 

Before leaving this little hall, let us 
note that an the very low ceiling there are 
carved two horses anid a brsen, and that 
two black signs are painted above the

This tortuous mtestine nevertheless 
had its attraction for Magdaleman man, 
for itis here that one sees most of the 
carvings. (On the roof of this sloping 
passage have been carved—at the price 
of patient toil, in unbelievable positions— 
the principal animals of the Remdcer 
Age: horse, biscn, stag, reindeer, hind, 
hémione (a species of wild ass}, hyena, 
Pyrenean chamois, and thex, All of these 
animals are pictured with much skill and 
evidence of real talent. 

Certain details are worthy of mention, 
In carving the form of a horse, the artist

PFronan examination of the carvings

This may one explain the deep marks 
leit on tmany of the anitnal images of 
Montespan. The theory seems especially 
soand when one stidies the tigers and 
bear modeled in cliy which have croum- 
bled away under the impact of lances and 
arrows, always skillfully directed at some 
vital spot (see text, puge 149). . 

This theory is still further strengthened 
by the interpretation of the meaning of 
the bear's skull found at the foor of the 
headless clay statue (see text, aH: 1500), 
To. give more importance to the magical 
ceremony and in order that the denoble 
of the bear should resemble as. closely as 
possible ite living ceamtetpart, the Mag- 
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dalentan sorcerers had placed wpom this 
model a natural bear's head. 

In fact, there is; in the part of the neck 
which ts represented by clay,.a hole which 
very evidently was made by the wooden 
pee supporting the actial head. It 4s 
reasonable to think that an entire bear- 
skin once covered the figure, and that it 
was against this chy dummy that sham 
battles were staged. ~ | 

It is mteresting to note that only wild 
and dangerous animals have thes been 
cursed by witcheraft at Montespan, while 
the clry figures of horses show to marks 
of contict, | | 

Ti the Magrlalenians believed that they 
conld exert an occult influence tending 
toward the destruction of dangers 
beasts, it is reasonable to think that they 
also beleved that they could foster the 
Propagation and promote the fertility of 
such animals as Fsemned their food, just 
as they latd a curse apainst the animals 
they feared, - 

That is why the bisons of Tue d’Au- 
doubert (both male and female’) are free 
from all marks of attack, just os are the 
horace of Mantespan, and especially the 
pregnant mare, which bears upon her 

othe sign of a human hand, symbol 
of man's dumination and wall, 

As for the numerous sinall bits of clay 
modeting which are found almost every- 


where on the walls—fanges, holes, net- 


works of lines, ated cells like those of a 
hornet’s nest—nothing -eo far enables-us 
to attnibute to them any certain meaning. 

The Pyrenees, as one may see, are a 
lavered region for the stuly af prehis 
tory, for from the bits of quartzite 
crudely worked and dating from. the 
Cheflean Epoch, which one finds in the 
allovial soll af eur vallevs, to the ap peer 
ance of metals, one can follow all the long 
chronology of the old Stone Age. 

The discovery of the Grotta of Man- 
tespan and of the prehistoric works of art 
which it contains has richly rewarded 
me for the diffientt and at times dunger- 
ous exploratiim made in many caverns, 

Without doubt, our mountains «till hold 
tinexplored caves which promise sens- 
tional and wnexpected discoveries 0 those 
seekers after truth who have undertaken 
fo wrest from the remote past those 
secrets of man's origin which it so jeal-

lona, neared its first Spanish port 

As day dawned, saw a great gleaming 
water [ily aflont om the dark tide. In the 
half [teht of winter morning it seemed 
a fairy thing. Gradually it took shape— 
the sea-wall. the twin spires ofa church 
silhouetted against the pale-pink sky. 

When the sun tose and the waters 
turned blue, the city shone white as any 
African towt1. | 

Far back in the shadowy past, when 
the Pheenicuins salled up the coast, this 
was.an island, The causeway connecting 
it with the muatuland is the work of man.

The city’s most heroie days came in the 
early years of the nitieteenth century, 
When the hosts of Napoleon swarmerl 
In Cadiz was preserved 
the core of independence. ere, within 
sound of the gins thundering on the 
inainland, secure within walls and mats, 
with seavas ally, the brave men of Cadiz 
isatied their proclamation of a free, new 
Spain.

With ots splendid harbor and modern 
docks, the peninsalar ctv 1 Spain's chief 
Atlantic port, There are two large ship- 
yards outside the walls, but they were 
ville at the time of my visit, 

It was while Hiving ont one of these 
shipyards, in 1890, that the seeand of a 
series of preat archeological discoveries 
was made, Three years hefore, while 
leveling the groumd for the Maritime Ex- 
position, the first of the tombs were 
unearthed (see page 1g8), 

These proved to te of the earliest 
Phrenician period. The most important 
find was a tomb containme the marvel- 
ously carved marble casket of a priest of 
the Temple of Hercules: which once stood 
on ashore of Carliz Hay; For years Dr. 
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Pelayo Quintero, Atauri, one of Spain's 
foremost archenlogists, has been lnberi- 
duly patching together the fragments of 
this strange story from ott the mests of 
the pst. 

There was, it seems, long centuries agn, 
a smaller island verv near to the land on 
which Cadiz now stands. Either on this 
smaller tsland of at the base of the pres- 
ent poninsila stowd the temple of a rice 
af sun-w orshipers, whose lugh priest 
made human sacrifice. Tt is the likeness 
af this priest, carved on the Tid of the 
marble <arcophagus, that [ have seri in 
the Archeological Muscum in Cicdiz.

priest depicted in the sapreme moment 
of sacrifice. 

The marble probably came from Al- 
meria, on the Afeciterranean const of 
Spain. The seelptor was, perhaps; a 
Greek, who carved the figure dunng the 
priest's lifetime, Within the casket a 
skeleton was fotmed. 

In this and in many other tombs since 
unearthed have been found beautifully 
engraved gold anmlets; necklaces, brace- 
lets, and funeral rings, Ome of the seal 
rings carries an inscription as yet un- 
transintel, Prom, the caretul stidy of 
jewelry, weapons, pnd pottery, the Cadiz 
ecientist has made many deductions, 
The temple still existed in the days of 
Augustus, Strabo wrote of it; sn did 
Pliny the Younger. The story of those

trains pulling about the streets freight 
ears full of sugar beets;:and tn the Gra- 
mila station we counted 57 cars brimful 
of this commodity. 


A SOY RIPE THROUGH GRAN ATIA 


We ‘crowded out of the station and 
climbed into the bus of one of the hotels 
tipon the steep Alhambra till, a tus 
trawn by four powerful, :-gaily-bedecked, 
long-eanred mules, each with a string of 
sheigh-bells mmd his neck, ‘The whip 
cracked! and we were off, the only oceu- 
parts of the bis aside from the driver 
and the.so-called interpreter, 

Grinada’s thoroughfares are paved and 
clean and there is: A Prosperous appear- 
ance about everything, Streets are 
crowded are! there are many automobiles, 
mostly of American manufacture, sand 
some fine new buildings, modern shops, 
all lending a Madrid-like atmosphere un- 
familiar in most Andaltisnmn tows. 

But the pavement is. of stone blocks 
and our bus was not robber-tired. The 
noise was so tetrifie that we could hardly 
shout loud enough to be heard, 

“Hiomtre,” T yelled, “hasn't the hotel 
a motor car?" 

“The ascent is so steep that it wouldn't 
serve, was the reply. 

“What about rubber tires, then? This 
t awful, It will surely shake all our 
teeth out.” 

“Tt wotld take a new set of. rubber 
tires every doy, the ascent 3-80 steep.” 

Well—patience—and soon we torned 
into a nmatrow street and starter the as- 
cent, which, sure enough, was very steep, 
though when nearly wp to the top a very 
small, rusty-looking motor cnr passed us 
with no apparent troubie, . 

Although the main avenues are wide 
arial modern, it i like entering another 
world to tum down one of the narrow 
strects and peep through doorways into 
lovely patiog full of flowers, palms, ani 
orange trees, all guarded by beautiful 
wrought-iron doors. 

The trace of the Moors is fo strong 
that one instinctively Inoks for long white 
robes and turbaned heacls. 

Here and there, in chops and out on 
the sidewalks, ure girls making the justly- 
famed Granada lace. They stretch silk 
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tulle on. large frames am) weuye into it 
pretty desigms, for small handkerchiefs, 
and much more elaborate motifs for 
tablecloths. and curtains, We saw one 
IMMeise piece, representing the fall of 
Granada, with all the detail of a panting 
of a battle scene, Their chief work is, 
of corse, the manifacture of Spanish 
mantilas (see iliasteation, page 219). 

Early next morning we started out to 
ste the Alhambra. We took a guide, but 
found that the modern “son of the Al- 
hambra” is a more commercighzed indi- 
vidual and. less smart m nnecdotes than 
Washington Trving’s  “historiegrapher, 
Mates.” Instead of a bundle of rags, he 
was neath: dressed with a blue cap em- 
broidered im gold, with pramninernt letters, 
“Intérprete Autorizndo.” 

His name was Fernando and he pro- 
clatmed himself to be not only the most 
desirable guide to the Alhambra, but also 
Of oall Granada, its environs, unl, in ad- 
dition, an authorize! préefice (tountamn 
guide) for the ascent of the Sierra Ne- 
vada. In-such expert hands we felt quite 
sate | ! 
| First we were escorted to the wonder- 
ful gardens of the Generalife, where the 
fountams were playing in the liright sun- 
shine. ‘Then down shady paths we were. 
led to the oll Moorsh Gate of Justice, 
with its large horseshoe portal—the en- 
trance to the Alhambra.

One pays the uniformed guard ome 
peseia as entrance fee to the palace and 
50 centimos for a “kodak fee,” and is

He enters, and lo! a veritable scene 
from the Arabian Nights! The Court 
of the Myrtles dazzles one’s eves in its 
quiet, though gay, beauty. [ts long quadl- 
rangular poql of erystal-clear water, 
where 200 slave -girls used to bath, is 
surrounded by a lw, square-cut hedge 
of myrtles, The big, heavy tower of 
Comuares (see page 214) m the back- 
eriund i¢ reflected in the water as if it 
were a wast mitor, the effect being 
reminiscent of the Taj Mahal, though 
lacking the graceful minarets, 

Around the cotirt are delicate arches, 
walls, nnd baleantes, tn which the restless

fancy of the Moorish workman seems to 
have run riot in intricate arabesques, 
blending cnricus geometrical figures and 
simple foliage in an endless variety of 
lesigne in, stone, plaster, marble, and 
wood, 

In all this lacelike work of the ancient 
artificers, there is never a reproduction of 
a living creature, though there often oc- 
cur quaint oriental inscriptions in Arabic, 
many of them proclainnny, “There is no 
conqguetor but the Most igh (Sid. 

From the Hall of the Ambassadors one 
oblains an idea of the tassiveness of the 
walls: of this venerable place, where the 
window recesses are so deep as themselves 
to. form small rooms. hese windows 
afford an entrancing view far down upor 
the housetops of (Granada, the old Al- 
baicin quarter, and the valley af the 
Darro. 


A CHERISHED PARLE DESTROYED 


In the Hall of the Abeticerrages our 
guide shewed wa the littl fountain beside 
which 36 members of this strong Moorish 
family were beheaded. 

“What about that story that bloodstains 
may still be scen im the marble?” we 
asked him. 

“That's only a mentira (lie), sefior, that 
an old guide told to Vashington,” he te 
plied, using the familiar name always 
given ta Trying in. Granada, where his 
works, translated into Spanish, are known 
most intimately, Nevertheless, he bent 
Hown and swept aside the sand at the 
hottem of the fountain, and there, sure 
enough, the white marble bore reddish 
stains, 

“That's only because the water contains 

ton,” Peranido explained, thas com- 
pletely cestroying a cherished fable. 
But he was a good guide, because he 
had already, at the Generalife, shown us 
alarge acacia tree growing from the con- 
ter of a large cypress. And every time 
we turned a corner he would say: — 

“Now this ts the place to take a picture. 
Everybody takes one just here, ["ll take 
one of the two of vou; 1 know how to 
operate every kind of apurate fato- 
grafico.” 

We went through the tiny little garden 
of Irving's imaginary Moorish beatty. 
Linilaraja, and down into the -ancient 
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baths, First, there is-a tiny one in stone 
and marble for the children of the sultan ; 
then a larger one for the sultana, and 
lastly a huge one, almost a swimming 
tank, far the sultan himself, with three 
fancets—hot, cold, and one for perfume! 
Tn an adjoining room, one rested after 
the bath, reclining on a silk-covered divan, 
and there is a latticed baleony just above 
this part of the baths; Fernando ex- 
pained how a musician always sat in the 
balcony and played sweet music while the 
bathers rested, and then he hastily ad¢led: 
“But, of course, the musician was blind, 
forthe sultana bathed there, tec.” 
Atter we had seen the exquisitely 


graceful Court of the Lions (see page 


215), the guide took us through corri- 
dors inte a patio piled high with bricks 


and mortar, which is now being recon- 


structed, ard where there has. been. dis- 
covered whatis beHeved to be the original 
entrance to the palace proper. 

One side of the doorway has been umn- 
covered and shows a long ’slab of marble 
extending from top to bottam, about two 
feet wide amd three inches thick, The 
weight.of the.arch has been resting on the 
top of this slab so long that an extraqrdi- 
nary thing has happened. The marble 
has not ‘broken, but appears actually to 
hive bent outward two or three inches, 
This greatly puzzles the workmen, jrvards, 


and visitors. 


A guard said, “This seems inexplicahle 
to us, senor, Hiow could this huge slab 
bend and pot break? None of os could 
fim the answer. But, ah, these Granadlat 
gifaves (laypsies), they are the smart 
ones! To asked an old gifann who was 
here one day: "Why did thar stone bene 
that way?" I thought the question would 
fame fom, but not at.all He answered 


like a flash: ‘Because, hombre, they cut

THE GYPSY FOLK OF GRAN ADA

RONDA, IN A VAST AMPHITHEATER 


From (Granada we must retrace our 
footsteps, and soon we are again at BRoba- 
dilla, having funcheon and changing 
trains. Itt a few hours we arrive -at 


Ronda, a litte Spanish cotintry town 
situated in the middle of one of the most 
imagniheent amphitheaters of mountains 
to be seen anywhere m the world. 

The floor of this amphitheater is a per- 
fectly flat plain, upon one sie of which 


rises an almost perpendicular precipice, 


cut sharply in two, as tf by a giant ax, 
and forming a chasm 530 feet deep. The 
town is built on both sides of this gorge 
(see miges 224 and 226). 

Ronda was once famous for its bold 
confrabendistas and horse-tramers, but 
to-day little remains to suggest the fact— 
a few shops where gay trappings for 
horses and donkeys are made, 
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We were in a dry-goods store here one 
morning, baying sate cloth, when a 
farmer entered, greeted the clerk who 
wus waiting on us,and swung up on the 
counter two live and very plump chickens 
ned by the legs. We were imectintely 
forgotten. ‘The clerk and the farmer 
went to their batgaining with months, 
eves, arms, and fingers 

After five minutes of mpicd mintire, the 
clerk evidently triumphed. He paid the 
farmer, flong the chickens sunder the 
counter, and returned srijlimgly to show 
ts more cloth, ; _ 

Qvyer the deep gorge called the Tajo, 
there are three brilges, at different ele- 
vations—one Reman, one Moorish, -anil 
the Spanish Puente Nicer. 

We went down the rough stone pave- 
ment to see the Af fia, amysteriows under- 
sround) stnircuse of 365 steps, hewn out 
a Moors, and descending to the river, 
tr avoid danger of lack of water in case 
af sere, 

Ronda, becatse of its Infty situation, 
enjoys a fresh climate and is a favorite 
center for tourists. Its sights are soon 
geen, though one may linger long. to 
marvel over the wonders Nature has 
Wrought im this unique spit.

Ty you know whether you weigh too much 
or too little? If your weights just mght, 
congratulate yourself, Probably not-one person 
in ten knows what his proper weight abould be 
nor Tealzes how important it ia to maintain 
that weight. 


What is the right weight? Experts who have 
studied the subject of weight in its relation to 
health tell us that the weight tables generally in 
use are misleading. They give only average 
weights, which are the composite of the good 
amd the bad, These averages have been assumed 
to be the correct weights. Asa matter of fact, 
they are not. 


Up to the age of 30, it is well to weigh five or ten 
pounds more than the average weight for your 
apeand height. But from 30on, the best weight 
ia from. 10%, to 20%, less. than the averape. At 
age $0, men-and women are at their best when 
they weigh considerably: below the average for 
their height. 


The reason i¢ simple: "The extra weight in earlier 
years ia needed to give the body plenty of build- 
ing material and to fortify it against tuberculosis 
and other infections to which young people are 
particularly subject, When we are older and 
food for growth is not needed, there is no longer 
any advantage in carrying the heavier burden of 


weight,
